The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 2, 24 to 26, 56, 58, 77 and 79 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, the phrase "selected from the group comprising 
of" should be replaced with - selected from the group consisting 
of- which is the proper Markush terminology. Also, "and" should 
be inserted between the last two members of the group. 

In claims 1, 24, 56 and 77 "etc." should be deleted since 
it is not clear what else is included in the groups. 

In claims 1 and 2 "Novel" is superfluous and should be 
deleted. 

In claim 26 it is not clear what is encompassed by the 
phrase "other organic compounds". This phrase should be 
deleted.

In claim 24 there are sections labeled (b) and (c) but 
there is no section labeled (a) . It is not clear if a section 
is missing. It appears that the section labeled (b) should be 
(a) and (c) should be (b) . 

Claims 26, 27, 29, 3033, 34 and 27 are dependent on claim 
24 and refer to section (a) . But there is no section (a) in 
claim 24. 

In claims 2, 25, 58 and 79 the term "includes" or "include" 
should be replaced by the proper Markush terminology which is 
-selected from the group consisting of-. Also, "and" should be 
inserted between the last two compounds listed. 

In claim 56, it is not clear what kinds of compounds are 
encompassed by the phrase "and compounds thereof". This phrase 
should be deleted. 

Claim 56 is drawn to a pharmaceutical composition but 
includes the phrase "comprising of administering effective 
dosage of..." which is a method step. It is not clear whether 
this is a composition claim or a method claim. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Clifford (US 2133779), cited. 

The reference discloses the claimed compound wherein R lf R 2 , 
R 3 and R 4 are hydrogen and n is 2, Note the compound in column 
1, line 25. 

Claims 1, 3 to 23, 56, 59 to 77 and 80 to 97 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Albright et al. 
(US 4260816) , cited. 

The reference discloses the claimed compounds wherein Ri and 
R 2 and R 3 are hydrogen, R 4 is a substituted phenyl group and n is 
2 or 6. Note the first two compounds listed in Table I and 
Examples 3, 4, 7 and 11. The reference also discloses the 
claimed pharmaceutical compositions and claimed method of 
treating or preventing cardiovascular disorders, hyperglycemia 
and diabetes with the compounds. Note column 1, lines 2 0 to 44, 
column 2, lines 16 to 33 and 40 to 48, and 
column 4, line 9 to column 5, line 44. 

Claims 27 to 55, 57 and 78 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims . 
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The references made of record and not relied upon show the 
state of the art.
